How  We  Ship  Lilies 

We  ship  Parcel  Post  except  on  large  orders,  which  are  shipped  by  Express.  We 
guarantee  safe  arrival  of  all  plants  shipped. 

We  also  guarantee  our  plants  to  be  true  to  name  and  to  be  delivered  to  you  in 
good  condition.  All  complaints  should  be  made  within  ten  days  after  plants  are  received. 
Our  climate  permits  us  to  dig  lilies  for  very  early  shipment,  thus  assuring  purchaser 
of  blossoms  at  least  six  weeks  earlier  than  from  colder  climates.  We  can  ship  at  any 
date  suited  to  your  locality. 

We  grow  our  own  plants,  and  our  ideal  climate  causes  the  lily  bulbs  to  be  stored 
with  bloom  and  makes  them  hardier  than  anywhere  else  in  the  United  States.  Our  lilies 
are  full  of  buds  early  in  February. 

In  case  we  are  sold  out  on  lilies  ordered,  with  your  permission  we  will  substitute 
with  a  similar  variety.

It’s  Easy  to  Build  Your  Own  Pool 

Location  .  .  .  The  pool  should  be  exposed  to  full  sun,  and  should  not  be  built  too  close 
to  such  trees  as  Pepper,  Walnut  or  Fig,  as  the  leaves  have  a  strong  acid  content  and, 
falling  into  the  pool  will  injure  the  fish. 

Lilies  cannot  be  expected  to  bloom  unless  the  sun  shines  into  the  very  heart  of 
them  at  least  part  of  the  day. 

After  deciding  on  location  of  pool,  a  very  easy  way  to  plan  the  size  and  shape  is  to 
use  the  garden  hose,  tracing  on  the  ground  the  exact  plan  you  desire.  We  suggest  that 
you  make  your  pool  as  large  as  your  space  will  permit,  as  there  are  so  many  water 
plants  you  will  want  room  for. 

For  the  front  yard,  the  formal  pool  will  best  fill  the  requirements  of  good  design, 
but  for  the  back  yard  the  informal  pool  works  out  beautifully  with  a  rock  garden;  which 
we  will  describe  in  detail  on  another  page. 
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An  informal  pool  is  much  easier  and  less  expensive  to  build  than  a  formal  one,  as 
it  can  be  built  without  forms. 

For  an  informal  pool,  after  deciding  on  size  and  shape,  dig  out  soil  to  the  depth  of 
2  feet  and  level  off.  Shave  side  walls  as  near  perpendicular  as  possible.  (This  is  impor¬ 
tant,  as  cats  are  very  fond  of  fish,  and  should  the  walls  slope  very  much  the  fish  come 
to  the  edge  and  are  a  prey  to  the  ''fishermen.'' 

Tamp  walls  and  floor  of  pool  and  reinforce  with  heavy  hog  wire  or  fencing  wire, 
covering  walls  and  floor. 

The  concrete  should  be  poured  continuously,  so  there  will  be  no  joints,  and  as  it  is 
poured,  the  reinforcing  should  be  pulled  up  to  the  center  of  concrete,  thus  making  pool 
stronger  and  less  apt  to  crack. 

In  building  a  formal  pool,  by  excavating  very  carefully  to  the  exact  size  and  shape 
of  the  pool,  and  carefully  trimming  the  edges,  there  will  be  no  necessity  for  an  outside 
form.  Allow  about  six  inches  space  for  walls  and  build  inside  form.  The  walls  should 
be  reinforced,  and  after  cement  is  poured  allow  it  to  harden  until  the  next  day;  remove 
forms  and  pour  bottom  of  the  pool.  Finish  as  directed  below. 

Cement  .  .  .  The  proper  mixture  of  cement  is:  1  shovel  of  cement  to  5  of  sand;  or 
use  equal  parts  of  pea  gravel  and  sand,  having  the  proportions  1  to  5.  Dry  mix  well, 
then  add  enough  water  to  make  rather  stiff  mixture.  In  cold  climates,  where  heavy 
freezing  may  be  expected,  the  concrete  should  be  6  inches  thick;  in  mild  climates,  3 
inches  is  ample. 

As  concrete  is  poured,  it  should  be  well  tamped  to  take  out  the  porous  places  and 
thus  insure  yourself  of  a  water-tight  pool.  Allow  cement  to  become  thoroughly  set,  then 
apply  a  thin  coat  of  1  part  cement  to  3  of  screened  sand,  and  when  this  is  hardened, 
apply  a  paint  made  of  pure  cement  and  water. 

Be  sure  to  keep  cement  moist  as  it  hardens,  by  spraying  with  a  fine  spray  at  inter¬ 
vals,  as  the  slower  cement  hardens,  the  stronger  it  becomes. 

After  it  is  thoroughly  set  it  may  be  filled  with  water,  filling  it  very  slowly.  Allow 
this  water  to  stand  in  pool  for  a  week  to  soak  out  the  alkali;  drain  off  and  sweep  thor¬ 
oughly  when  dry  and  pool  is  ready  for  planting. 

Drainage  ...  A  pool  may  be  built  without  drainage  pipes;  if  your  garden  has  any 
slope,  pool  may  be  easily  drained  with  a  hose. 

Fill  hose  with  water;  keep  both  ends  closed  until  one  end  is  placed  at  the  lowest 
point  possible  and  the  other  end  placed  in  pool,  which  will  allow  the  pool  to  drain  in  a 
short  time. 

If  you  wish  a  permanent  drain  in  your  pool,  use  1  or  2-inch  galvanized  pipe,  and 
in  putting  tgoether,  grease  the  fittings  or  they  will  soon  become  so  tightly  fitted  together 
that  it  will  be  impossible  to  open  them. 

Culture  of  Water  Lilies 

Water  lilies  are  among  the  easiest  flowers  to  grow.  About  the  only  attention  they 
require  after  planting  is  to  watch  the  water  level  and  break  off  dead  leaves.  No  con¬ 
stant  watering  to  think  of  or  worry  about  when  planning  a  vacation.  Just  leave  drip  in 
pool  and  go  away  for  a  month  and  come  home  and  find  them  in  perfect  condition. 

Soil  and  Fertilizer  .  .  .  Any  good  garden  soil  will  do  for  water  lilies.  The  best  fertilizer 
being  WELL  ROTTED  dairy  fertilizer.  Be  sure  it  is  well  rotted  or  it  will  ferment  and 
muddy  the  pool  and  rot  the  lily  pads. 

Should  it  be  impossible  to  obtain  well  rotted  manure,  we  recommend  bone  meal,  or 
any  good  commercial  fertilizer.  In  spreading  fertilizer  (if  dairy),  place  on  bottom  of  pool 
or  box  to  depth  of  three  or  four  inches;  then  cover  with  six  or  eight  inches  of  soil  ac¬ 
cording  to  depth  of  pool.  In  using  commercial  fertilizer,  mix  well  with  four  inches  of  soil, 
on  bottom  of  pool,  allowing  N/2  pounds  to  each  wheelbarrow  of  soil,  then  fill  to  depth 
of  ten  or  twelve  inches  with  plain  soil;  this  precaution  being  taken  to  keep  fertilizer  from 
discoloring  the  pool. 

In  large  pools,  if  desiring  to  plant  in  boxes,  the  boxes  should  be  two  by  two  feet 
square  and  one  foot  deep  if  possible.  It  is  not  necessary  to  have  a  bottom  in  box,  but 
care  should  be  taken,  however,  to  place  a  weight  on  the  corners  until  box  is  well 
soaked  or  it  will  float  away  when  pool  is  filled.  Do  not  use  redwood  in  making  boxes, 
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as  the  acid  is  not  good  for  the  fish.  Use  pine,  which  will  last  for  years  in  water. 

Planting  .  ■  .  Hardy  lilies  should  be  planted  HORIZONTALLY  and  with  the  crown  just 
out  of  the  sand.  Tropic  lilies  should  be  planted  upright  and  at  the  same  depth  as  before; 
being  shipped  as  potted  plants.  Be  very  careful  that  leaves  do  not  become  dry  on 
Tropics  or  they  may  not  recover. 

Lotus  tubers  should  be  planted  horizontally,  care  being  taken  to  not  break  the 
crown  off.  A  space  should  be  bricked  off  for  Lotus,  as  they  crowd  other  plants  out  if 
allowed  to  grow  freely  in  the  pool. 

In  wild  planting,  to  fill  the  pool  for  the  first  time  it  is  a  good  plan  to  wet  the  soil  with 
a  fine  spray  from  the  hose  after  the  lilies  are  set,  then  lay  a  burlap  sack  down  and  place 
hose  on  this  and  fill  very  slowly;  this  does  not  disturbing  the  planting  and  you  will  have 
a  nice  clear  pool. 

A  pool  4x6  feet  will  accommodate  three  or  four  lilies  and  several  water  plants. 
When  receiving  lilies  or  water  plants  do  not  allow  them  to  become  dry  before  plant¬ 
ing;  place  in  tub  of  water  or  cover  with  a  burlap  sack  which  has  been  moistened. 

Tropic  lilies  are  shipped  as  4-inch  pot  plants,  and  should  not  be  planted  in  fresh 
water.  Fill  pool  a  few  days  before  and  allow  water  to  become  warm  before  planting 
Tropics. 

If  planning  to  plant  Tropic  lilies  in  boxes,  it  is  a  good  plan,  if  planting  hardy  lilies 
in  the  early  spring,  to  place  the  boxes  for  Tropic  lilies  in  pool  at  that  time  and  when 
weather  permits  the  planting  of  Tropics,  take  a  four-inch  pot  and  push  down  in  the  soil, 
remove  pot  and  place  lily  in  hole  thus  made  and  you  will  not  muddy  the  pool. 

Planting  Time  .  .  •  Hardy  lilies  may  be  planted  at  any  time  in  mild  climates.  In  Cali¬ 
fornia  they  begin  growing  early  in  January,  and  we  can  ship  at  any  time  suited  to 
your  locality.  We  advise  planting  after  April  1st  in  eastern  and  middle  western  States, 
and  even  later  in  the  northern  States  and  Canada. 

Tropic  lilies  should  not  be  planted  until  an  average  temperature  of  70°  is  main¬ 
tained.  Planting  earlier  may  cause  them  to  go  dormant.  They  will  come  again,  but  you 
will  have  lost  six  weeks  of  bloom,  so  a  later  date  is  safer. 

Winter  Care  .  .  .  Hardy  lilies  can  be  safely  wintered  over  right  in  the  pool,  provided 
the  roots  do  not  freeze.  Just  leave  the  water  in  and  do  not  allow  it  to  become  low.  In 
extremely  cold  climates  cover  with  boards  and  give  an  extra  covering  of  straw.  In  that 
case  it  is  wise  to  remove  fish,  keeping  them  in  tubs  until  warm  weather  arrives.  Should 
it  seem  advisable  to  lift  lilies  before  cold  weather  arrives,  they  may  be  stored  in  a  cool 
cellar,  being  careful  that  they  do  not  dry  out,  as  dry  rot  will  be  sure  to  attack  them  and 
they  will  be  lost. 

Spring  Cleaning  .  .  .  Early  in  the  spring,  before  the  lilies  begin  to  grow,  all  debris 
should  be  cleaned  out  of  the  pool.  It  is  not  necessary  to  remove  the  soil  or  drain  the 
pool  oftener  than  once  in  two  years,  if  lilies  have  been  planted  directly  in  the  pool. 
If  boxes  have  been  used  the  lilies  will  have  used  all  the  strength  from  the  soil  and  will 
have  to  be  re-planted.  In  this  case  the  lilies  should  be  emptied  from  the  box  and  new 
fertilizer  and  soil  used,  re-planting  as  previously  directed. 

All  cleaning  and  re-planting  should  be  done  early  in  the  spring  or  fish  spawn  will 
be  destroyed. 

Insect  Enemies  .  .  .  Water  lilies  are  practically  free  from  pests,  Aphis  being  the  most 
troublesome.  This  may  be  kept  off  the  lilies  by  spraying  with  the  hose;  then  the  fish 
will  eat  them.  The  main  thing  is  to  begin  spraying  at  the  first  sign  of  Aphis. 

Muddy  Pools  .  .  .  The  water  in  a  new  pool  often  becomes  muddy  looking.  This  will 
clear  up  in  a  short  time  if  a  quantity  of  oxygenating  plants  are  used,  such  as  Anacha- 
ris,  Sagittaria,  Vallisneria  and  Parrots-feather.  All  submerged  plants  gain  nourishment 
from  the  water  and  will  soon  absorb  the  excess  of  fertilizer  which  may  be  in  the  water; 
this  often  being  the  cause  of  the  discoloration.  Place  a  hose  or  drip  in  the  pool  which 
will  also  help  to  overcome  this  condition.  It  is  wise  to  have  a  good  supply  of  snails  in 
the  pool  to  help  clean  up  Algea  and  keep  the  water  pure. 

Large  fish  are  apt  to  burrow  in  the  mud  and  keep  a  pool  stirred  up,  and  are  a 
nuisance. 

Mosquitos  .  -  There  will  be  no  annoyance  from  mosquitos  if  you  have  a  dozen  fish 
for  each  six  feet  of  pool.  They  very  effectively  keep  out  mosquito  larva. 
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Any  One  May  Have  a  Water  Garden 

If  you  live  in  an  apartment  you  may  enjoy  the  pleasure  of  a  water  garden.  Pur¬ 
chase  a  deep  dishpan  and  put  in  about  three  inches  of  soil  and  plant  Water  Poppy, 
Water  Hyacinth,  Water  Snowflake  and  some  of  the  water  grasses,  and  place  in  a  sunny 
window  and  you  will  be  more  than  pleased  with  the  results. 

Two  or  three  fish  will  do  well  in  this  environment.  Then  you  may  have  a  real  beauty 
spot  by  making  a  Tub  Garden.

Tub  Garden 

The  one  illustrated  here  has  a  group  of  five  half  barrels,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
attractive  spots  one  can  imagine. 

Saw  barrels  in  two  and  apply  a  heavy  coat  of  asphaltum  paint  INSIDE  AND  OUT 
to  preserve  the  wood.  Sink  barrels  in  soil  and  pile  rock  around  them  to  hide  the  bar¬ 
rels.  There  are  a  number  of  lilies  that  do  well  in  this  space;  among  them  being  the 
Aurora  (sunset),  Pink  Opal,  Odorata,  Paul  Hariot  (sunset)  and  Helvola  Pygmy,  in  the 
Hardy  varieties. 

In  the  Tropics,  the  Panama  Pacific,  Henry  Shaw  and  General  Pershnig  do  well.  Then 
there  are  so  many  water  plants  that  do  well  in  a  small  space  that  there  is  no  end  to 
the  possibilities  of  this  type  of  water  garden.  This  one  was  worked  out  with  a  rock  gar¬ 
den  and  the  following  plants  used  to  complete  the  picture. 

Lemon  day  lily,  Fountain  grass,  Aloes,  Kalanchoes,  Portulacaria  and  different  vari- 
ties  of  the  Sedums,  of  which  we  have  arranged  several  collections  for  your  convenience.

For  anyone,  this  is  a  sure  and 
easy  way  to  have  them,  for  they  are  sure  to  sprout 
and  begin  to  bloom  before  you  realize  it. 

Our  tubers  are  well  cured  and  sprouted  when 
shipped  and  when  received  should  be  put  in  a 
small  pot  and  placed  in  a  deep  can  of  water. 
Place  can  in  sunny  window  and  shade  the  water 
by  placing  a  cloth  frame  a  foot  or  so  above  the 
water.  Remove  the  cloth  after  a  few  leaves  have 
appeared,  and  after  several  leaves  have  appeared, 
plant  may  be  placed  in  large,  permanent  box.

Special  Hints  on  Tropic  Lily  Care 

The  size  of  the  blossoms  of  Tropic  lilies  depends 
on  the  soil  and  fertilizer.  If  the  blossoms  get  small 
towards  the  end  of  the  season  take  squares  of  soft 
paper  (toilet  paper  is  very  satisfactory),  put  one 
tablespoonful  of  blood  meal  in  square,  push  down 
well  into  the  soil  near  plant;  tear  paper  open. 
Allow  four  or  five  to  each  lily.

Sacred  Lotus 

The  beautiful  and  stately  Lotus  is  perhaps  one 
of  the  most  interesting  plants  in  the  garden. 
Breathing  the  spirit  of  the  Orient  this  strange  plant 
has  been  held  in  reverence  and  awe  for  cen¬ 
turies.  This  worship  being  inspired  because  of 
the  purity  of  the  marvelous  blossoms,  springing 
from  the  mire.  It  is  hard  to  describe  this  plant 
with  its  mammoth  green  leaves,  rising  from  one 
to  four  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  water,  its 
wonderous  flowers  and  its  strange  seed  pods,  all 
combine  to  make  them  a  source  of  great  pleasure 
to  the  grower. 

The  bulb  looks  like  a  peeled  banana,  and  the 
crown  is  at  the  long  end  of  the  bulb.  The  crown 
should  be  placed  up,  with  the  bulb  lying  hori¬ 
zontally.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  break  off 
the  crown,  as  that  renders  the  bulb  worthless.  The 
second  year  you  will  find  the  Lotus  more  beau¬ 
tiful  than  the  first,  so  do  not  be  discouraged  with 
the  first  year's  bloom.  Cannot  be  shipped  after 
June  1st.

After  cleaning  bowl,  return  this  water  with  fish  to 
bowl  and  adda  little  fresh  water  each  day.

A  good  way  is  to  figure 
a  gallon  of  water  for  each  inch  of  fish,  not  count¬ 
ing  tails.

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Rock  Gardens 

Rock  gardens  are  especially  suited  to  California  landscapes.  A  garden,  large  or 
small,  should  it  have  the  slightest  slope,  may  be  beautified  by  devoting  at  least  a  cor¬ 
ner  to  this  type  of  planting. 

In  building  a  Rock  Garden,  one  should  reproduce  a  mountain  condition  as  near  as 
possible.  The  most  important  requirements  are  a  sunny,  sloping  position,  somewhat  pro¬ 
tected  from  extremely  hot  sun  and  wind.  Then  be  careful  to  have  good  draniage,  using 
broken  bricks,  coarse  sand  and  small  rocks,  to  assure  yourself  of  this  very  important 
feature.  In  placing  your  rock,  be  careful  to  keep  them  looking  naturalistic,  as  the  whole 
effect  will  be  spoiled  otherwise.  Throw  your  rock  down  and  let  them  roll  into  position 
and  partially  bury  them,  as  they  should  not  be  the  outstanding  feature  of  your  rock 
garden,  but  rather  the  background.  Do  not  mix  your  rock,  as  you  will  notice  that  nature 
does  not  do  so. 

You  may  mix  your  soil,  using  two  parts  garden  soil,  one  part  coarse  sand  and 
one  part  leaf  mould. 

The  Sedums  and  different  varieties  of  succulents  are  well  adapted  to  the  Rock  Gar¬ 
den,  and  need  less  care  than  any  other  plant,  needing  only  enough  water  to  keep  them 
plump  looking.  They  are  a  never-ending  source  of  surprise,  having  such  unusual  blos¬ 
soms,  coming  out  in  such  unexpected  parts  of  the  plant.  Some  of  them  are  also  good 
ground  covers.  They  are  also  an  ideal  house  plant,  thriving  in  the  dry  atmosphere  that 
is  so  hard  on  potted  plants.  They  may  be  enjoyed  out-of-doors  in  the  summer  and  taken 
up  in  the  fall  and  planted  in  the  pottery  so  popular  at  present,  and  made  a  beauty  spot 
in  your  living  room  during  the  winter  months.
